Defies House 
Arrest Order

ATHENS (AP) - 
Former 


Premier 
George 
Papandreou 


defied house arrest Wednesday 
and smuggled out an appeal for 
international political and eco- 
nomic isolation of Greece's mili- 
tary dictatorship. 


The statement from the 80- 


year-old leftist leader said "soli- 
darity and support" from na- 
tions of the "free world" would 
lead to the immediate over- 
throw of the junta that seized 
power in a coup April 21,1967. 


Papandreou and ex-Premier 


Panayiotis Canellopoulos were 
placed under house arrest Mon- 
day in an attempt to prevent 
them from issuing statements in 
connection with the first^annig, 
versary of the coup.** * '** * w 


But 
Papandreou foiled the 


guards around his house and 
managed to smuggle out a long 
and defiant statement that was 
distributed by his followers. 


He accused 
the regime of 


abolishing freedom of the press, 
freedom of speech and freedom 
of assembly. He said the coup 
leaders have so far failed to jus- 
tify their claim that a Commu- 
nist 
revolution 
was to be 


launched during the elections 
that had been scheduled for 
May 28, 1967, elections which 
Papandreou's Center Union had 
been expected to win. 


"The Communist danger was 


manufactured and the coup un- 
dertaken only to prevent our 
electoral victory," Papandreou 
said. 


Papandreou 
was 
premier 


from February 1964 to July 1965. 
He was forced out by King 
Constantino in a struggle over 
control of the arm°d forces. The 
old man was held under house 
arrest from the coup until last 
October. 


Canellopoulos, 
leader 
of 


Greece's biggest conservative 
party, was the caretaker pre- 
mier in charge of the election 
preparations at the time of the 
coup. 


Daley Insists 
Shooting Is 
Necessary 
CHICAGO 
(AP) - 
Mayor 


Richard J. Daley has clarified 
his order that police shoot ar- 
sonists and looters on sight, but 
he reiterated his position that 
such force as is necessary be 
used to prevent such crimes. 


Daley read a statement to the 


city council Wednesday which 
tempered the language of his or- 
der Monday in connection with 
arsonists and looters. An aide 
said the statement was designed 
to remove the impression that 
the mayor had called for indis- 
criminate shootings. 


"Certainly an officer should 


do everything in his power to 
make an arrest—to prevent a 
crime— by 
utilizing minimum 


force necessary," Daley told the 
council. "But I cannot believe 
that any citizen would hold that 
policemen should permit an ar- 
sonist to carry out his danger- 
ous, murderous mission when 
minimum force necessary can- 
not prevent or deter him."

RALEIGH, N. C. (AP) - 


North Carolina's top prison offi- 
cial says his efforts to build a 
progressive correction system 
were partially responsible for 
Wednesday's Central Prison riot 
in which six prisoners w e r e 
killed. 


But State Correction Commis- 


sioner 
Lee Bounds plans no 


change from his relatively new 
policy of collecting the worst of- 
fenders at the maximum securi- 
ty unit in Raleigh. 


The advantage of the regroup- 


ing, Bounds said, outweighs the 
risks. 


He said that his system in-

Take Safety Precautions 
When Working on Ladders 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


If you plan to take advan- 
tage of the good weather 
ahead to paint or repair your 
home, you will probably have 
to bring out the ladder. The 
National Safety Council ad- 
vises that, before you use it, 
you check it for cracks due to 
drying out, rotting or termite 
damage that may have oc- 
curred during the winter. Jt 
is better to apply linseed oil 
or a varnish to preserve the 
wood than to use paint, be- 
cause the latter can hide dan- 
gerous cracks and other 
weaknesses. 


Although metal ladders are 
easier to handle than wooden 


, ones, they are also good con- 
' duetors of electricity. For this 
reason, you should not use 
this type of ladder within four 
feet of wiring or electrical 
equipment. 


The loot of your l a d d e r 
must be firm and level. If it 
is placed too close to a wall, 
your weight may cause it to 
faU backward and if too far 
away, you will put too great 
a strain on the ladder. The 
ideal distance between the 
foot of the ladder and the 
Wftii is one-quarter of the dis- 
tance from the foot to the 
point of contact on the wall.

you are c l i m b i n g up and 
climbing down and take only 
one rung at a time. Before 
climbing up, you should make 
sure there is no wasp nest un- 
der the eaves. If there is a 
strong wind, don't try to erect 
your ladder. Wait for a 
calmer day. 


While you are on the ladder, 


don't try to reach beyond a 
comfortable arm's l e n g t h . 
Never lean so far to one side 
that you have to stand on only 
one foot. If, while on the lad- 
der, you feel faint, it is safer 
to drape your arms between 
the rungs and rest your head 
on the ladder until you feel 
better than to try to climb 
down. 


If you are using a steplad- 
der, you should make sure it 
is fully opened and that the 
spreader or brace is in the 
locked position. Unless it is a 
short, three-step kitchen step- 
ladder, 
don't climb higher 


than the second step from the 
top. Never lean a stepladder 
against the wall and use it as 
you would a straight ladder. 


Follow these rules and you 


may live to climb the ladder 
of success.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Near- 


ly 200,000 AFL-CIO Communica- 
tions Workers are on the verge 
of the first nationwide telephone 
strike in 21 years, but their pos- 
sible walkout isn't expected to 
interfere much with service.

Washington, New York and else- 
where as today's 3 p.m. EST 
strike deadline 
neared, "We 


have regretfully 
reached the 


point of no return," said union 
President Joseph A. Beirne. 


"We will maintain service and 


it will be good service," said H. 
I. Romnes, chairman of the 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., parent firm of the 
strike-threatened 
Bell 


phone System. 


Heaviest impact of a strike 


would be on new telephone in- 
stallations around the country 
because 23,000 installers who 
work for Bell's subsidiary Wes- 
tern Electric Co. are involved. 


"Despite lengthy attempts by 


both sides, I am convinced it is 
now 
too late to avoid the 


strike," Beirne said in a state- 
ment issued from union head- 
quarters in Washington. 


Beirne, who described the na- 


tionwide Bell System as a "30 
billion dollar c o m p u t e r," 
conceded a strike would have 
little immediate impact on the 
company or telephone users. 


But he said without the skills 


of union members who repair 
and keep the vast telephone sys- 
tem running, "that computer 
will eventually become an enor- 
mous pile of junk." 


The union said a strike would 


probably hamper some long-dis- 
tance 
calls, information re- 


quests and other services re- 
quiring operators. 


Romnes said there might be 


some initial confusion at the 
start of a strike, but that super- 
visors would quickly take over 
the tasks of telephone operators. 


The installers, pattern wage 


setters for the union, now aver- 
age $3.27 per hour. Other Bell 
System workers involved in the 
threatened strike in 14 states 
and the District of Columbia av- 
erage $2.79. 


Company wage offers of 7.5 


per cent, rejected by the union, 
would give pay raises averaging 
about 24 cents per hour to in- 
stallers and about 20 cents to 
the

months. 


The Bell System said its offer 


was the equivalent of 5.6 per 
cent on an annual basis, but 
that the union was demanding 
Increases of 10.5 per cent over 
18 months—7.8 per cent when 
figured annually.
